Maysvllle I'nlons Propose to Ulve 
Macule the Biggest and Best La- 
bor Day In Its History on 
Next Monday— Grand Pa- 
rade Is Being Plan, 
ned For. 

It waB announced a few days ago 
that the labor organizations of the 
olty of Maysvllle were planning to 
take complete charge this year of the 
celebration of Labor Day In Maysvllle 
and since that announcement plans 
have been rapidly taking form for the 
day. 

A large committee having represen- 
tatives from every labor organization 
In the city in Its membership, Is com- 
pleting all arrangements and they will 
hold their final meeting on Friday 
evening when everything will be ready 
for announcement and the plans laid 
by this large committee will be 
carefully carried out In detail 
Although all of the plans are not 
known, It Is known that the two big 
features of the day will be a great 
union demonstration In the form of a 
parade having practically every union 
man and woman In the line of march 
and headed by the famous Maysvllle 
Boys' Band and the other big feature 
will be a big party given at Beechwood 
park to close at 5 o'clock In the after- 
noon with a great dinner for all union 
men and their families. 

The parade will form at the Court 
House at 2 o'clock and move to Beech- 
wood Park and it appears that this 
parade will be the first big demonstra 
tlon of the numerical strength of the 
Maysvllle unions, the carpenters, bar- 
bers, cigar makers, clerks, brlcklayera 
and all other unions being represent- 
ed. ' 

At Beechwood beginning at 3:30 
o'clock there will be several addresses 
on the Labor question, the chief ad- 
dresses being made by Judge H. P. Pur- 
Ball, Mayor Thomas M. Russell and 
Hon. H. C. Curran. 

In the evening there will be a big 
dance given by a local dancing club 
at Beechwood which promises to be 
the biggest dance of the year. 



Superintendent of the flty Schools of

lic address to be made by Prof. Ire- 
land, superintendent of the Frankfort 
City Schools, at the County Court 
House on next Thursday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 

The people are urged to remember 
that this Is a public address and not 
a part of the Teachers' Institute. Ev- 
eryone Is urged to attend and hear 
this educator, who has already dem- 
onstrated that he Is a splendid speaker 
and a very enthusiastic advocate of 
education. He will bring a message 
that Is of Interest to every Kentuckian 
In an appeal for the Moonlight Schools 
and other forms of education which 
are now doglng so much to reduce the 
scale of Illiteracy In Kentucky. 

Mason county school teachers will 
work harder this coming term than 
ever before In all effort to establish 
Moonlight schools and to educate the 
Illiterate grown-ups In their various 
communities. 

Plan now to hear Prof. Ireland and 
become Interested In this movement 
which will do more than anything to 
give our old Kentucky prominence 
among the states of the union.

Prof. W. J. Capllnger, Superintend- 
ent of the Maysvllle City Schools, this 
afternoon Issued this statement: 

I presume that the water supply of 
this city has been discussed to the en- 
tire satisfaction of most people, how- 
ever 8b several patrons have been ask- 
ing me, over the phone and otherwise, 
What are the schools going to do 
about the water?" I feel that the most 
satisfactory way to answer this ques- 
tion Is by making the following state- 
ments. The Board of Education is 
making every effort to have the school 
buildings sanitary in every respect 
that comes within their province. Ev- 
ery building is being thoroughly 
cleaned with plenty of good soap and 
water, treated with disinfectants, and 
after this is done nil rooms, halls, and 
basements will be fumigated with for- 
maldehyde candles, then on Sunday a 
Committee of the Roard of Education 
and myself will make a formal Inspec- 
tion of ail or the buildings. To be 
sure, I have been making these in- 
spections almost dally during the past 
two wepks. 

The niter that was installed in the 
High School building la being cleaned 
and put In good working order, how- 
ever this machine Is not intended to 
make the water chemically pure. Cap- 
tain Harrub of the P. h. sanitary En- 
gineering Corps told me after Inspect- 
ing this filter that the Chlortnator be- 
longing to the Water Company is am- 
ple protection as a germicide when- 
ever It Is In operation. His report In- 
dicates that the continuity of Us op- 
eration Is not very reliable. 

After the above statement of facts as 
I have gleaned them. I shall endeavor 
to answer the question, 'What are the 
schools going to do about the water?" 
Had the Board of Education about $2,- 

000 at its command it could install 
small filtration plants in each build- 
ing. This, however, would/ not benefit 
80 per cent, of the children as they 
drink the city water without boiling 
or other home treatment, the major 
part of the time. It would be of help. 

1 will admit, to those pupils whose 
parents have enforced strict rules In 
the home, that the children drink 
nothing but boiled water. 

I am unable to say what the Board 
of Education may do In this matter 
when it meets officially, yet when we 
know that the schools are receiving 
less money for their operation than 
they did two years ago, despite the 
fact that things have Increased great- 
M ly, I don't see how a Board can find 
I the money to Install private filtration 
I plants, besides it would be a needless 
expense since our City Council will 
solve the problem In the near future 
Unless the Board of Education ad- 
vises me otherwise. I shall Instruct 
all teachers, next Monday, at our pro- 
Uminary teachers' meeting to see that 
ill pupils that care to, may have a 
safe and convenient depository for any 
bottles of boiled water that they may- 
care to bring. Those families who 
are In the habit of supplying water of 
this character to their children will 
find this no especially burdensome 
task. 

After the meeting of the Board on 
Thursday night, should there be any 
further statements to the public ne- 
cessary, It will be given out In Satur- 
day or Monday's paper. 

Schools open Tuesday morning. 
September 2. 



On next Monday the September 
Grand Jury for Mason county will 
meet at the Court House to begin an 
Investigation of conditions throughout 
the county for the past three months 
and while there are very few criminal 
cases to come up from the lower 
courts for their Investigation, it Is ex- 
pected that they will find plenty to 
occupy their time and attention. 

Whether the Grand Jury will Inves- 
tigate the High Cost of Living in this 
county as many Grand Juries through- 
out the nation are doing at this time 
end whether or not the big city water 
question will come up for their con- 
sideration, are the most discussed 
questions about Maysvllle at the pres- 
ent time. These two questions are 
having the greatest amount of atten- 
tion from the general; public now and 
it Is expected that the Grand Jury too 
will be Interested. 

It is pointed out bj/ some that con- 
ditions on the farms are not now call- 
ing the farmers to rush work and 
therefore there Is a likelihood of a 
long Grand Jury session if that body- 
has anything of importance to come 
before them

"Labor Is a dignifying and enabling 
thing. Self-respect makes labor obli- 
gatory. Industry is an index of char- 
acter. The pick and shovel, the ham- 
mer and anvil, the hoe and plow, are 
Democracy's emblems of worth and 
merit. 

"No nation ever becomes powerful 
or prosperou save through the ef- 
forts of the intelligent toller. America 
the great exemplar among the na- 
tions of that fact. In mine and on 
railroad, on farm and In shop, has 
been bullded a nation puissant and 
prosperous, by the Ingenuity of Amer- 
ican brains and the industry of Ameri- 
can hands. And it is a hope whose 
realization all may share, that our in- 
dustrial system, the poise of which 
is often dlturbed by the conflicting In- 
terests of Its component parts, may 
be furnished with that happy so- 
lution of Its perplexities which will in- 
augurate and perpetuate between the 
laborer and his employer, a mutual 
spirit of peace, satisfaction and con- 
tentment.

VOTE OF UNION 
MEN IS AWAITED 
VERY ANXIOUSLY 

Railroad Administration Officials Hop* 
That Strike Will Be Averted 
By Laboring Men. 

Washington, August 28.— Govern- 
ment officials and labor leaders here 
today were awaiting Indications of the 
effect on the rank and file of American 
labor of President Wilson's plea for a 
truce In Industrial disputes. 

With Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, due 
In Washington to attend the meeting 
of the federation s executive council 
tomorrow, it was predicted the situa- 
tion will come to a head before the 
end of the week. 

Moves eagerly watched here were: 

1. The vote of 500,000 railroad 
shopmen on President Wilson's plan 
that they accept four cents an hour 
increase and abandon original de- 
mands so as not to interfere with their 
government's attempt to bring down 
living costs. 

2. What coarse railway trainmen, 
conductors and other rail unions will 
take since it has been Indicated their 
demands will meet the same answer 
as that given shopmen. 

3. Whether union steel workers, 
whose committee Is in New York 
seeking a conference with steel mag- 
nates, will push their efforts now or 
await normal conditions, as the presi- 
dent has asked. 

Officials of the Railroad Adminis- 
tration were hopeful today the 
shopment's strike would be averted.

Call* Railroad Brotherhood** Plan for 
Qovarnmant Ownarahlp "Soviet 
Economic. Vantura." 

New Tork.— The New York World, 
In a leading editorial, characterize* 
the railroad labor plan for Government 
ownerahlp of railroads as "a straight- 
out adventure Into Soviet economics.* 
Tha editorial page of the World has 
long had a national reputation for un 
deviating support of Democratic prin- 
ciple*, hostility to Wall street, and the 
most loyal and vigorous assistance to 
President Wilson. The World says : 
"Revolution by Ultimatum." 
The plan of the railroad brother- 
hoods for taking over the railroad 
properties of the country Is a stralght- 
out adventure Into Soviet economics. 
It contemplates collective ownership, 
hot class operation and control, which 
la at the foundation of the Soviet sys- 
tem. 

The American people, through their 
Government, are to buy the railroads 
from the private owners and turn these 
properties over to the railroad em 
ployees to mnnage snd operate. In 
consideration of an Investment of ap 
proximately $20,000,000,000 the Gov 
eminent Is to appoint one-third of the 
directors, and the public la to share 
In such savings In the cost of opera 
tion as may remain after the em- 
ploye** have paid themselves what 
they think their servlcea ought to be 
worth. 

The spirit In which the program la 
put forth may be Inferred from a state- 
ment made by B. M. Jewell, acting 
president of the railroad employee*' 



department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, In which he said that If 
President Wilson s suggestion to Con- 
gross was carried out "we will tie up 
the railroads ao tight that they will 
never run again If that legislation Is 
passed." It might have been Trotzky 
himself speaking to a bourgeolse that 
had offered fnlld and academic objec- 
tions to being despoiled. 

Who Is the Government? 
Before any railroad plan can be 
worked out one highly essential fact 
must be established— namely, whether 
the sovereign power of the "United 
States Is vested In Government and In 
the American people or whether It Is 
vested In the railroad brotherhoods. 

For three years now the brother 
hoods hav* assumed that the sovereign 
power was vested In them, and Con- 
gresa ha* provided them with excel 
lent reason* for that assumption. 
When th* railroad employees In the 
critical period of the summer of 1910 
demanded an eight-hour day and 
threatened * general strike. President 
Wilson sent a message to Congress In 
which he urged that the eight-hour 
day be made the basis of work ami 
wages, but ha made four other pro 
posals, one of which called for— 

"An amendment to the existing Fed- 
eral statute which provide* for the 
mediation, conciliation and arbitration 
of such controversies as the present 
by adding to It a provision that In 
case the method* of accommodation 
now provided for ahould fall, • full 
public Investigation of the merit* of 
every such dispute should be Institut- 
ed and completed bcfor* a strike or 
lockout may be lawfully attempted." 
Try to Intimidate Congress. 
Congrea* refused to enact thl* legis- 
lation because the labor leaders ob- 
jected to It, and now we have a *ttu»- 
tlon In which * labor leader can threat- 
en to "tie up the railroada *o tight that 
they will never run ajaln" If Congress 
presume* to pnss an act to which the 
brotherhood autocracy objects a* un- 
equal to Its Imperative demands. 

The railroad brotherhoods have em- 
bnrked upon a policy that even the 
most conservative of them must admit 
is economically revolutionary. If heir 
scheme of nationalization under class 
control Is to be carried out In respect 
to railroads, nobody can draw the line 
where It shall *top until all Industry 
Is under Soviet direction. Tet they 
■re not putting their program out a* a 
matter to be discussed and deliberate -

SUBJECT PEOPLES HIT BY 
TREATYAND LEAGUE 

Persia, Egypt, ludla, Korea, Ireland 
mid Chlua lieg America to 
Prevent Domination. 

Washington, August 27 — Senator 
William E. Borah, of Idaho, has voiced 
In the Senate the protests against the 
treaty of peace aud league of nations 
covenant of Egypt, India, Ireland, Per- 
sia, Korea and China and declares that 
half the globe Is opposed to the pro- 
visions by which empires are to main- 
tain their boundaries In perpetuity 
with the armed assistance of the Unit- 
ed States. He says: 

"I do not Include In the list," he 
says, "the nations with whom we 
were at war. I refer only to the peo- 
ple who are subject to tho domination 
or control of the allied powers. We 
aro hearing the expression of protest 
In different ways of millions who were 
represented In the war on their side. 
Much of this comes to us belated, long 
suppressed, Borne of It carried to this 
country by the representatlevs of the 
protesting, people. The Chinese are in 
open protest against the treaty. The 
Koreans, the Egyptians, large portions 
of the people of India, the people of 
Ireland, all asking in some way to be 
released from the terms of this treaty 
or objecting to Us provisions. In some 
of these countries open revolution is 
being carried on. War Is already in 
progress to compel them to submit 



to the treaty. If you add to all tills 
dissatisfaction, the bitter dissatisfac- 
tion of Germany, the people of Austria 
and Hungary, the treaty which we are 
inked to underwrite and maintain has 
arrayed against it at this time the sen- 
timent and vehement protest of far 
tmire than one-half of the people of the 
.:lobe. 

"Never waa a more perilous situa- 
tion presented for the consideration 
Of a nation. It is the conviction of 
some of us that If we do what Is here 
proposed, Borrow and suffering are 
ahead of the American people.* It is a 
greater load than we can carry, and 
yet there are those who are hastening 
to enter this uncharted sea. 1 would 
not feel justified in discussing these 
facts If It were not that as I view 
It this covenant makes them of prime 
concern to us. The task of underwrit- 
es the the treaty itself with reference 
to the powers against whom we were 
at war would be a considerable task, 
but when we find that the peoples who 
were represented either directly or In- 
directly, the subject nationalities upon 
tho side of the Allies constituting 
nearly one-half of the population of 
the earth, are In protest now before 
the treaty is ratified, it presents, to my 
mind, the most serious proposition 
with which we have had to deal as a 
practical fact at this time. 

There are the Chinese, some 400.- 
000.000, the Koreans, the Egyptians 
the people of Ireland, and of the list 
of subject nationalities, practically all 
have In some form registered a pro 
test against present settlements."

1918 DEATH RATE IN 

KENTUCKY HIGHEST 

State Had Death Rate of 16.4 Per 
Thousand For the Past Year— 

"Fin" Brings Figures Up. 

* 

Frankfort, Ky., August 27— The 
State Board of Health has just Issued 
a report of vital statistics for Ken- 
tucky for the year ending December 
31, 1918. Despite the unusual condi- 
tions resulting from the war every 
phase of the work has been carried 
out completely, and the report con- 
tains some Interesting and Instruc- 
tive data. 

With a total of 39,449 deaths report- 
ed In the State for the year, Kentucky 
has a death rate of 16.4 per 1,000 
population, which Is 2.6 per 1,000 high- 
er than for any previous registration 
year. 

The total deaths from Influenza and 
pneumonia for the year were 12,677. 
Of this number, 8,699 were from In- 
fluenza and 3,978 from pneumonia. 
The combined death rate for those two 
diseases was 6.3 per 1,000 population. 

As an Index to what can be accom- 
plished by consistent and concerted 
action on the part of health agencies, 
the report shows that the death rate 
for tuberculosis during 1918 Is 193 6, 
while that for 1911, the first year of 
registration, was 226.6. Also, the ty- 
phoid rate shows a continued and 
gradual decline since 1911. 

The bulletin states It is probable 
that we will have opportunity to ob- 
serve further serious results of the in- 
fluenza epidemic, as the weakened vi- 
tality and lowered resistance which 
Is an aftermath renders one particu- 
larly susceptible to tuberculosis and 
other respiratory diseases.

Miss Nellie Jordan made an ardent 
appeal for Eastern Kentucky State 
Normal School. 

Mr. L. D. Nlchol, a teacher and stu- 
dent of Pittsburg made some whole- 
some remarks by way of his Interest 
in Bowling Qreen Business Univer- 
sity. He was of the opinion that 
teachers' salaries should be raised be- 
fore we could hope for much Improve- 
ment In school conditions. 

Mr. Jack Johnson, not the erst- 
while pugilist, but representative of 
Lyons and Carnahan Publishing Co. 
gave a splendid discussion of primary 
reading. 

After bringing before the Institute 
the attributes of the real teacher, Prof. 
Ireland made a Bhort talk on Geo- 
graphy, emphasizing these three 
points: Teach children to observe to 
give true and vivid ideas and to de- 
velop spirit of Inquiry. 

Mr. Ireland's remarks were follow- 
ed by Miss Nellie Jordan, Eastern Nor- 
mal, who In a most effective way dis- 
cussed how geography should be 
taught to primary pupils. Observant 
teachers were undoubtedly benefitted. 

After recess the Institute was favor- 
ed by a much enjoyed vocal solo by 
Supt. Ireland. 

Prof. 8. L. Turnlpseed of Lancas- 
ter, Ohio, handled In a splendid ad- 
dress, The Laggard, showing speci- 
men copies of the work done by boys 
In ths Industrial School at Lancaster, 
Ohio. There are laggards largely be- 
cause the teacher has no means of com- 
pelling the indifferent and obstreper- 
ous pupil. Inforcement of compulsary 
school attendance law Is not stringent 
enough. 

Following Prof. Turnlpseede timely 
address, Miss Alice Lloyd asked some 
very perticnt questions us to quallfl 
cations of teachers In Prof. Turnip 
seed's school, adding that she under 
stood the teachers In our Reforn 
School were not required to hold cer 
tificates. 

Prof. Turnlpseed replied that the 
teachers In the Lancaster Industrial 
School must be certificated. 

Good spirit and enthusiasm prevails 
in the Institute. 

Wednesday Afternoon 

The County Illiteracy Field Worker 
and Truant Officer, Mrs. J. B. Ross 
was before the Institute In a ringing 
plea for the stamping out of Illiteracy 
in Mason county. She also asserted 
that the truancy work would be zea- 
lously looked after by her. Mrs. Ross 
sounds a most hopeful note. 

Mrs. Dr. Reynolds, Carlisle, Ky., 
representative of the Rod Cross or- 
ganization was before the Institute in 
behalf of the Junior Red Cross. 

Instructor Ireland and Prof. John 
Hurst Adams then made the War Loan 
Organization call. Pledge cards were 
passed. This call met a hundred per 
cent, reponse. This appeal Is the only 
one out of the nine made thus far has 
been accorded such support. This 
hearty cooperation may be accounted 
for through the fact that the teacher 
sees that thlB undertaking"^ Immed- 
iately correllated with her regular 
class work and results in economic 
upbuilding In the life of the individual 
and community she Is serving.
